In o rder to deter­ 
mine what is useful and what 
is harmful, we will assume 
that any thing that aids o r 
benefits man in his pursuits, 
is useful. 
Now w* m ight ask, of w hat use 
ar® birds aside from their color­ 
ful p lum age that p leases the ey e 
and some of their songs that bring 
p leasure to the ear?

The p hy sical characteristics and 
habits of each kind of bird m ight 
be used as a clue to determ ine 
just how it m ight fit into a bene­ 
ficial category . The sp arrow s com ­ 
p rise one of the largest fam ilies of 
birds, a fam ily that can boast of 
having some of the finest singers, 
and some of the most useful of all 
birds. 
As to their p hy sical ch a r­ 
acteristics, the sp arrow is equip ­ 
p ed with a large bill which adap ts 
it to eating seeds. And seeds, p a r­ 
ticularly w eed seeds, com p rise a 
large p ortion of their diet. 
In­ 
sects, m any of them considered 
harm ful, fall p rey to these birds. 
Regrettably we think first o f 
the English sparro w when this 
gro up o f birds is mentio ned, and 
a* a co nsequence we are apt to 
co ndemn them ail as a bad lo t. 
Who ev er has been priv ileged to 
kno w the beautiful red cardinal, 
the shy field sparro w, the co n­ 
stantly singing so ng sparro w, the 
sweet v o iced v esper and white 
thro ated sparro ws, canno t help 
but feel that here a great injus­ 
tice is being do ne to this family 
o f birds.

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Another fam ily that has distinc­ 
tive p hy sical characteristics, which 
•quip it for its p articular diet, is 
that of 
th# 
woodp ecker. 
These 
birds have short legs with which 
to cling to the trunks of trees, 
strong short tails which can be 
used to brace them in the correct 
p osition for seeking its food of in­ 
sect larvae in the bark of trees, a 
strong sharp bill with 
which 
to 
strip aw ay the bark, and a long 
barbed tongue to secure its food. 
The woodp eckers have often been 
classed as destructive birds when 
they have been observed working 
aw ay at a tree. 
Rarely , if ev er, do they attack 
healthy trees. 
Yo u may be sure 
that whenev er a wo o dpecker is 
at wo rk that the tree is play ing 
ho st to so me insect, larv ae o r 
*gg» - 
Sp are does not 
p erm it 
a 
full 
study here of all the group s of 
birds and their m erits as benefi­ 
cial creatures. It cannot be denied 
that there are tim es when the food 
consum ed is itself considered to be 
of value to farm ers and gardeners. 
Of these some wasp s, sp iders and 
beetles are destroy ed, but in the 
long run the greatest num ber of 
insects taken belong to the de­ 
structive classes. So it seem s re a ­ 
sonable 
that 
birds 
should 
be 
classed as beneficial creatures.

That path o f duty is no t alway s clear. 
President Eisen­

Fo r he saw fro m the o utset that what was at stake was 
no t just a matter o f his o wn life o r death. 
The security o f 
his co untry was deeply inv o lv ed. 
To be stricken fatally o r 
grav ely incapacitated in the co urse o f his seco nd term v v o uld 
perhaps be to inflict great co nfusio n and uncertainty upo n 
the American peo ple in a critical age. 
The President had to be satisfied that the pro spect o f 
this happening was reaso nably slender, no mo re, po ssibly , 
than fo r any man o f his 65 y ears. 
He had to satisfy himself, to o . that he co uld perfo rm 
thro ugh ano ther term to the limits demanded o f a Presi­ 
dent who must lead no t o nly his co untry but all the free 
wo rld in the ho ur o f its greatest co mpetitio n with ty ranny . 
He knew this was no mo ment to test the practicality o f part­ 
time duty . 
The American peo ple hav e learned to trust Mr. Eisen­ 
ho wer as a so ldier and a statesman. 
They can be co nfident 
that in reaching fav o rable answers o n these difficult po ints, 
he has been mo re sev ere o n himself than any but his mo st 
rabid o ppo nents wo uld be.

We now hav e three p arasites al 
the Eu rop ean Co m Borer estab­ 
lished in Illinois according to J, 
M. Wright, associate entomologist 
of the Illinois State Natu ral History 
Su rv ey . 


Two of these p arasites are wasp * 
and the third is a fly . Wright went 
on to say that only the fly ha* 
established itself in large enou gh 
nu mbers to be of any benefit. 


In 1943-44 Wright went to Massa­ 
chu setts, 
Connecticu t, 
and 
New 
Jersey to rolled the p arasitic fly . 
Originally the fly had been brou ght 
to this cou ntry from Eu rop e and 
the Orient. In the su m m er of 1944 
Wright released the fly in sev eral 
northern Illinois cou nties. 


Yearly check s show that on an 
av e rap e the fly k ills 30 p er cent of 
ov er wintering borers. 
In some 
cou nties as high as a 65 p er cent 
k ill has been rep orted. Wright add­ 
ed that normally 7 0 p er cent of 
wintering borers die before the 
nex t season. (This inclu des death 
du e to weather and the activ ity of 
the fly .) 


Wright was q u ick to p oint ou t 
that weather is £ till ou r most ef­ 
fectiv e natu ral control of the com 
borer. Ex trem e cold of 4-5 day * 
du ration withou t a p rotectiv e cov er 
of snow in winter, and cold, rainy 
weather at egg lay ing time are the 
p rincip le w eather check s. 
The p arasitic fly look s v ery miu hi 
lik e the common hou sefly , accord­ 
ing to W right, and it is v ery u n­ 
lik ely that 
an u ntrained 
p erson 
wou ld recognize 
it as a co in bo rer 
pa ra site. 
Sp ray ing to control 
co m bo rer* 
does not seem to affect 
the u sefu l­ 
ness of the fly ov er large areas. 
Althou gh, the fly is k illed by the 
insecticides u sed in com borer con­ 
trol, it is k illed in the sa me pro ­ 
p ortion a s the co m bo rer.
